O'Donnell Changes Tactics. 

The last arguments of the defense were 
heard yesterday when Attorneys Charles E. 
Erbstein and Patrick H.’O’Donnel? made 
their pleas to find Lee O'Neill Browne not | 
guilty. Mr. O'Donnell; who occupied the 
greater part of the day except for a short 
peroration by his ‘colleague in the morning. 
delivered an enti*ély new argument as com- 
pared with his jury speech at the former trial 
of Browne. There were no tears, no orato- 
rical references to the “ deep, dark political 
plot” of which Browne was the victim, and 
no vicious arraignment'of White. : '

“The whole thing here is, did Browne pay, 
White $80-in Cook county,” the attofney 
eaid. Tune testimony of Link, Beckemeyer, 
and Myers only gbes to show that Browne 
might have had a ‘criminal mind. We com- 
bated that showing with scores of men from 
Browne's own community who swore to the 
integrity and character of this defendant. 

“We know that Myers’ story is untrue 
when he declares that Browne said to him, 
There are plenty of state jobs and the 
ready necessary tor the men who vote for 
Lorimer for senator... Lorimer could not give 
any State jobs. Only Gov. Déneen could do 
that and Browne wasn't promising anything 
for Deneen,’’ 

Link, the attorney asserted, swore to re- 
ceiving money from Browne after he had 
been indicted for perjury and committed per- 
jury a second time to escape the penitentiary, 
conserve his rich Illinois farm, and remain 
with hig family. 

Mr. O'Donnell explained Beckemeyer’s tes- 
timony against the Ottawa legiélator in quite 
s easy a Manner by insisting that the Car- 
lyle representative made his confession to 
the grand jury when he was too drunk to 
know what he was saying. 


Criticizes State’s Attorney.

What the Resolution Gays, 

The resolution for which the five votes were 
cast wes as follows: 

Resolved, That the findings of the committee 
be as follows and a report bese@ thereon be 
prepared and reported to congress:

Dr. James Nevins Hyde Expires 
in Prout’s Neck, Me. 


FAMED IN SKIN DISEASES. 


Made Record Fighting Yellow Fever 
During Civii War. 


Dr: James Nevins Hyde, a member of the 
faculty of Rush Medical college and a physt- 
clan of international reputation, died sud- 
denly last Tuesday evening at his summer 
regidence at Prout’s Neck, Me. The news 
was received in Chicago yesterday by Dr. 
Olivet Ormsby, his partner. Heart trouble 
1 believed to have been the cause of death. 

iy. Hyde lived at 2400 Michigan avenue, 
He was born at Norwich, Conn., in 1840, re- 
ceiving his preparatory education at Phillips 
ecademy, Andover, Mass. In 1861 he gradu- 
ated from Yale university. Several of his 
classmates also became prominent. They 
include Senator Higgins of Delaware, Ed- 
ward Rowland Sill, the poet; Brayton Ives, a 
New York capitalist; and Henry Holt, head 
of the publishing house. 

Dr. Hyde began his medical studies at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, New 
York. He later graduated from the medical 
department of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Makes Record in Fever Epidemic. 

When the civil war broke out Dr. Hyde 
Was ageigned by President Lincoln jas an 
assistant surgeon in the naval 
ice. He met with such success in combating 
an epidemic of yellow fever thati he was 
‘appointed an officer of the stea Ticon- 
deroga of the Mediterranean squadron, and 
gatied with Admiral Farragut on the squad- 
ron's truise to Russia. ; 2%

On arriving in Europe 

of his time to medical research and hospital 
work, coming to Chicago two years later. 
Since then he was engaged in active prac+ 
tice. In his later years he was recognized as 
one of the foremost authorities on skin dis- 
eases. He was the author ot several text- 
books on medicine, one of the, most impor- 
tant being, Diseases of the Skin.“ 

A number of the leading American and 
European medical and scientific organtza- 
tions claimed Dr. Hyde as a member, both 
honorary, corresponding and active. They 
include the American. Dermatological asso- 
ciation, the Societe Francaise de Dermatol- 
ogie, the Wiener Dermatologische Gesell- 
schaft and the Societa italiana Di Derma- 
tologia. 5 


Leeturer at Many Colleges. 

He Was professor of dermatology at Rush 
Medical college for twenty-five years, lecturer 
on diséases of the skin at the University of 
Chicago, and dermatologist to the Presby- 
terlan, Michael Reese, Augustana, and Chil- 
dren's Memorial hospitals.

WASTE. 

The report of a subcommittee of a com- 
mittee on congestion appointed by Mayor 
‘Gaynor finds that low wages are the chief 
‘cause of the evil of congestion, The in- 
vestigators estimate that $850 is the mini- 
mum upon which a man, his wife, and 
three children can live decently, while the 
average wage only reaches $535. 

Last week, after a desperate struggle 
of more than two months, the garment 
workers’ strike was settled. This in- 
dustrial battle is said to have cost the 
workers in wages lost 513,450,000. And 
the employers estimate the loss to the 
community at $150,000,000. There were 
engaged 70,000 men and 10,000 women, 
and when the strike ended a hundred fam- 
ilies were facing eviction and thousands 
were on the brink of starvation. — 

The main point at issue was the recog- 
nition of the union and the closed shop, 
and this point was lost. What was 
gained by the strikers seems to have been 
mainly what they ought to have had 
without fighting for it. The peace agree- 
ment provides for a six day week, nine 
hours a day, except the sixth day, which 
shall be only five hours; for wages rang- 
ing from $25 to $10 a week, and for higher 
rates for piece workers. It provides that 
no work shall be given out to be taken 
home, and that the cost of electric power 
furnished by the manufacturers to run 
the machines shall not be taken out of the 
salaries of the workers as was formerly 
done; that week workers shall receive 
double pay for overtime. Each pieces 
worker is to be paid as soon as the work 
is examined and pronounced Satisfactory, 
which must be done in a reasonable time. 
Payments are always to be in cash. 

The oppression and moral and physical 
degradation of the workers are the con- 
cerh pt a steadily: growing public opinion. 
Before another generation has gone 
no such inhumane and unsocial folly 
as this strike will be possible in America. 
An enlightened public conscience will so 
strongly support any legitimate demand 
of wage earners for proper conditions, | 
adequate compensation, and reasonable 
leisure. that no group of employers will 
be tempted to resist it,

The way in whith “ Natty’ Rothschild 
got the better of Archduke Charles Louis in 
ene particular instance is sufficiently. char - 
acteristic to merit being pla on récord. 
Finding the archduke had his 
summer residence at Reichenau, one of the 
most picturesque and charmingly situated 
spots in the neighborhood of Vienna, Natty 
purchased through a third party a large tract 
of land edjcining and overieoking the estate 
of the archduke. He thereupon proceeded 
to erect a magnificent chateau that complete- 
ty cast into the shade the country seat of the 
archduke and estab! a number of superb 
greenhouses and con atories on the place. 

Charles Louis, extremely indignant at what 
he regarded as the impudence of the baron, 
set to work to render the financier’s sojourn 
there as unpleasant as be could. He denied 
him access to certain roads over the imperial 
estate which were freely used by all other 
summer residente and by the regular m- 
habitants of Reichenau and absolutely ig- 
nored the salutations which the baron con- 
sidered it proper to address to him as a mem- 
ber of the imperial house when he met him 
out riding or driving, his example being fol 
lowed by most of the people living in the dis- 
trict. It will scarcely be believed that after 
having thu shown, in a pointed manner, his 
Ui win to the baron the archduke should one 
day hav nent to say that he wished to show 
geome over the 8 orchid 
houses, adding that he did not wish the 
baron himself should be in any» way dis- 
turbed, this being equivalent to an intima- 
tion that he did not desire to see him. 

Natty, with a degree of spirit and independ- 
ence which pleased instead of offending the 
Viennese, declined to grant the favor she 
|archduke had requested in 80 peculiar a 
fashion, and for once tn his life Charles Louis, 
who wae at the time heir to the throne, found 
a door closed in his imperial face, and that 
door the door of a much despised Jew.

The baron, disgusted by the attitude of the 
people of Reichenau, thereupon took steps to 
put into execution, without any further de- 
lay, a project he had had in mind from the 
time the archduke had commenced to treat 
him with so much contumeiy. He wrote a 
letter to the city government of Vienna offer- 


ing to present his chateau and park at | 


Reichenau, valued at 4,600,000, for use as 
a convalescent home for consumptives, and, 
to make the matter more pointed, he sug- 


gested it should constitute an annex and 


branch establishment of that particular 
Viennese hospital ot which Archduke Charies 
Louls was tie president. Of course a tre- 
mendous row ensued, and, owing to the pro- 
nounced opposition of the archduke, the 
baron’s offer was declined. His imperial 
highness however, who did not relish the 
Iden of having a consumptives hospital so 
near his summer home, incurred much popu- 
lar odium for preierring the health and inter- 
est of his own family to those of the pauper 
sick of Vienna. 

Nothing daunted, the baron thereupon pre- 
sented the estate to the Austrian war depart- 
ment. together with a handsome endowment, 
for use as a home for invalid soldiers. The 
gift aroused so much enthusiasm in military 
circles that the arebduke no longer dared to 
stand in the way of the baron’s philanthropic 
intentions and resolved to himself withdraw 
from Reichenau, puttipg up his own country 
seat there for sale, Tne baron immediately 
purchased it and added it to his institution 
for old soldiers. The émperor conferred upon 
him the grand cross of the Order of Francis 
Joseph by way ot recognition of his gener- 
osity, an act of sovereign favor which was 
naturally gall and Wormwood to the arch- 
duke. That his eldést son should now go and 
make a stay at Waidhofen as the guest of 
Natty's brother, Baron Albert Rothschild, 
and should spend several days under the 

roof of the Rothschilds is enough to make 
Archduke Charles Louis positively turn in 
his grave.

some myth 
which Jupiter transformed himself when he 
visited Leda incognito. Others affirm that it 
was Orpheus, the c musician, who 
was chenged into a swan after his death, 
and placed near his beloved harp in the sky. 
The star Albiero in the beak of the ewan 
(or the foot of the cross), is one of the most 
beautiful double stars in the sky, and can 
be easily seen with a binocular or field. glass, 
The stars are pale yellow and deep blue, 
forming a most charming contrast in color. 
Almost in a line with Deneb to the east, 
and @s many degrees above the star mark- 
ing the eastern extremity of the crosepiece 
as Deneb ig above the central star of the 
cross, is a star known as sixty-one Cygni, one 
of our nearest neighbors in space. Until 
Alpha Centauri was found to be our next- 
door neighbor, sixty-one Cygni claimed that 
title, but now two others are known to be 
neter.

Boston. Mass, Sept. 7. -I Specelal. I Ora- 
hame-White, English aviator, completed his 
trials for the $10,000 offered for a trip 
to Boston light and ret He made the 8 
miles in about 39 minutes and finished short- 
ly after 5 o'clock this afternoon. This was 
one of two events by Grahame-White today, 
he participating afterward in the altitude 
, Grahame-White started on the first trial 
at 4:30 p. m. in bis Bleriot monoplane. He 
turned Boston light at 4:46:56 and started 
back tor the aviation field.

He immediately started on the geo- 
ond trip to the light called for by the rules 
of the contest. 

The $10,000 prize will be awarded to the 
aviator making the prescribed course in the 
shortest time.
